Another Boundary Problem 


Several citizens of this State have been 
wondering what will happen to them 
when, and if, they have occasion to visit 
the six counties. I am not suggesting 
that they have reason to fear imprison- 
ment or anything similarly drastic. Their 
concern is entirely for the inner man. 

What will happen, they ask, when they 
want. a meal at a hotel or restaurant m 
Belfast? Will they not be entitled to 
butter, sugar or bacon? 

On that point, I think, they can be 
assured—that is to say, if the Belfast 
system agrees strictly with the English 
plan. I gather from the cross-Channel 
newspapers that anybody who takes a 
meal in a public resort is entitled to a 
certuin amount of the rationed com- 
modities—even though he has no ration 
card. His portion of butter may be 
small, but it will be, at all events, visible 
to the naked eye. The Times compares it 
in size to three pennies, placed one an 
top of the other. 

That, however, does not solve my own 
personal problem. Normally, when I visit 
the North, I stay with friends, and not at 
a hotel. My friends certainly will not be

Shrapnel fell in the streets of South 
Shields when a German aircraft was 
driven off by heavy gunfire.

GREEN BELT AROUND 
DUBLIN 


The provision of a ' green belt surround - 
ing Dublin City, in the town- planning 
scheme, was referred, to by Mr. E. M. 
Murphy, B. E., Surveyor, Bray, in a report to 
the Bray Urban Council. He pointed out 
that this green belt, immediately adjoin- 
ing the Bray urban district, would mean that 
all development north of Bray urban district 
boundary would be stopped, and any 
advantages that would accrue to the district 
by development in that direction, and possible 
expansion, would be impossible. 

Mr. Murphy recalled that the Bray Urban 
Council had applied for an extension of the 
urban boundaries to Shankill, and suggested 
that he should be authorised to discuss this 
matter with the Dublin town-planning 
authorities, with a proviso that the Bray 
Council was not in agreement with the 
sterilising of the area immediately: north of 
the urban boundary. 

Mr. Sean Gibbons, for the Dublin Corpora- 

tion, wrote stating that, under the Town 
Regional. Planning Act of 1939, the Dublin 
Corporation was the town-planning authority 
for the four Counties of Dublin, Wicklow, 
Kildare and Meath. 

Bray Council agreed that the Chairman, 
Town Clerk and Surveyor should consult with 
the Dublin regional planning authority, and 
that the Town Clerk and Surveyor should 
prepare and submit to the Council a draft 
planning scheme for Bray.

LECTURE BY MISS MAINIE 
JELLETT 


The- modern painter did not know half as 
nuch as an ordinary house painter in regard 
o his craft, asserted Miss Mainie Jellett . 
ast night when lecturing on“ Modern Paint- 
ng” before the Stydents’ Union of the 
ational College of Art in the College, Kil- 
dare street, Dublin.
